PLEA FOR THE PASSAGE OF A MILK ORDI­ 
NANCE; THE NEED OF THE ANTI 
MOSQUITO CAMPAIGN 


For several weeks now the columns of The Dally have 
been full of news stories telling of the plans of the Mor­ 
gan county health unit, giving statistics showing 
the 
value of a milk ordinance where it has been put In prac­ 
tice, telling the story of the anti malaria mosquito fight 
of last year. 
We have not taken either side in the news 
columns of this paper, believing that the news columns of 
every newspaper are open for the news alone. 
We be- 
lieve that the editor 1$ columns should be reserved for the 
opinion of the Newspaper on important subjects of local 
and national character. 


Now we come to you with a plea to aid in the eradica­ 
tion of the ever-present mosquito and fly pests, spreaders 
of disease, carriers of germs, destroyers of health where 
ever they appear. 
The health department of our cities 
and county has been struggling through the first part 
of this summer working with the small capital that has 
been alloted them in an effort to maintain the record that 
they established last year. 
There was only one case of 
malaria reported in this section last year* it was due 
alone to the efforts of the health department that this 
was accomplished, bu they will have to have money if 
the same policy is adopted and carried forward this year. 
They have $200 of the necessary $800 in sight. 
Where 
h the other $600 coming from? 


It may not be necessary for you to donate individually, 
you may not be called upon at all, but you can do a glor­ 
ious work in supporting the movement in the various 
clubs and organisations in these cities through which 
mediums the necessary funds can be realised. 


Here is a story of interest from the Selma Times- 
Jotimal. The article is timely and *an be applied locally 
for it springs from a source only a few miles to the south 
Of us: 


“A dispatch from Cullman states that 
typhoid 
has 
broken out at several places in that country, and ‘there 
are three cases in the family of A. B. Burkes on Cullman, 
Route No. 2. 
There is anoher case at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. F. Johnson in the same community. 
Dr. R. 
B. Dodson has had the well tested at the Burkes home 
and found the water to be infected with typhoid germs,*1 
“Along about midsummer in the cities there is always 
a marked rise in the number of cases of typhoid, dys­ 
entery, stomach trouble and malaria. 
The rise continues 
until cold weather, and then gradually dies down. 
It is 
the result of disease caught by town folk on their vaca­ 
tions and brought back to town. 
Vavacationists go to 
resorts, or to visit in the country. 
They drink water 
from polluted*wells and springs; eat food that has been 
exposed to flies, and are bitten by malaria carrying mos­ 
quitoes. The great wonder ia the toll of death and disease 
b not greater. 
“Country people are notoriously careless about sanita­ 
tion. One of the major problems of the health authorities 
is to convince the rural people of the B&nger of infecting 
others, where say, a case of typhoid occurs. 
Somewhere 
in that Cullman community, the first case manifested it­ 
self, and carelessness has spread it. 
An underground 
water supply has probably carried It to this well. 
Flies 
have spread it. 
“So, motorists go gaily forth, drinking water at wells 
and springs they know nothing about; eating food that 
has not been properly protected from flies—and sleeping 
where mosquitoes can bite them—then wonder how on 
earth they got the typhoid or the malaria! 
They stop 
at dreadful insanitary little barbecue and pop stands, eat 
barbecued meat that probably the flies have been crawling 
all over—and the «cannot figure out where the malignant 
case of dysentery came from. 
They drink pop and other 
soft drinks at these places; the bottles having been in a 
mess of ice and water into which hundreds of times a 
day filthy hands have been thrust to bring the cold bot­ 
tles forth. 
Usually around these places there are from 
one to three volunteer helpers, and the only washing their 
hands get is when they are thrust into the ice water to 
bring forth the bottles for a customer. And the customer 
pops the neck of the bottle in his mouth without even 
wiping it—and wonders where he got typhoid! 
“Summer is the dangerous season. If motorists go out 
on a long trip, it is a mighty good idea to take a thermos 
bottle or jug of water above suspicion; to inspect the ice 
box from which soft drinks come, and to avoid entirely 
the sandwiches at the average insanitary roadside stand. 
Typhoid gets into the system in only one way; through 
food or drink and the same is true of dyste.ntery.” 
Is it not time to think of eradicating pests when the 
m atter comes to within our very doors? 
Shall we end 
loathsome disease that is spread each year by these car­ 
riers, or shall we stand back and let North Alabama 
maintain the same reputation that she has had in the 
past, with the exception of the last few years since the 
beginning of the noble and remarkable work of the health 
unit, for having able-bodied mosquitoes and sickly, tired- 
out, broken men and women? 
Laziness, drowsiness, pain 
and disease are often the result of allowing dangerous 
insects the freedom of your fields and your home. 
Let 
us find a way to give the health department the neces- 
eary funds.

in all probability the result of Selma’s having a milk 
ordinance already passed and they need not have any 
fear along that line. 
Here in Albany there is another 
story to tell. At the present time we are forced to watch 
our milk supply as closely as we watch pests to prevent 
the carrying of disease. 
When we have no milk ordinance, when we refuse to 
allow inspection of one of the most healthful products 
that we have, we are doing nothing but inviting a danger 
that is ever lurking near ready to wreck body and mind, 
th e passage of a milk ordinance, we believe, will not 
cause any great amount of expense to anyone in the 
dairying business. 
We believe that ultimately it xwill 
mean a distinct asset to their business. 
People will use 
milk in larger quantities feeling that they are safe in 
drinking it, feeling that the stamp of the health depart­ 
ment, after examination, has freed the health food from 
any disease. 
Aside from the question of protecting the dairyman, 
there is a far more important issue in the passage of 
such an ordinance. Our own health is being safeguarded 


against criminal assault by law with the infliction of 
penalty imminent to the one committing such an act.
